Fort Erie council is revving 
up support for the Canadian 
Motor Speedway by making 
the success of the project a 
priority. 

Councillors endorsed the 
project Monday night by 
passing a resolution that rec¬ 
ognizes the $15 million 

the pre-development of the 
speedway. 

The resolution also calls 
for the Region to reconsider 
including the Canadian 
Motor Speedway as a priority 
in the Gateway Economic 
Zone and Centre Community 
Improvement Plan program, 
allowing tax incentives for 
the project for 10 years. 

Mayor Wayne Redekop 
said the development of the 
speedway is an important 
economic driver for Fort Erie 
which is why he felt it was 
important for council let 
Niagara Region staff know 
the development is a priority 
for the town.

The Tbwn of Fort Erie will 
provide the Fort Erie Race Track 
with a $500,000 boost 

Fort Erie councillors consid¬ 
ered the Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium’s funding request 
during budget deliberations 
held last week. The decision as 

would provide the funding was 
tabled until Monday's council 
meeting. 

The original recommenda¬ 
tion from Town staff was to 
approve a one-time funding 
grant for $500,000. 

Instead, council agreed to give 
the Consortium $500,000 this 
year $250,000in2016andelimi¬ 
nating funding in 2017. 

Councillors will assist the 
racetrack by lobbying the gov¬ 
ernment to reinstate gaming 

Although he supported the 
racetrack, Mayor Wayne 
Redekop said he didn’t support 
the ammendment made to the 


original recommendation from 
Townstaffbecauseitwouldhave 
an impact on next year’s tax biff 

“ItwouldbeadarkdayinFort 
Erie,” Redekop said about the 
possibility of racingcomingto an 
end. “But we have other respon¬ 
sibilities that go beyond the race- 

"No one from the FELRC likes 
approaching council for fund¬ 
ing,” Ward 3 Coun. Kimberly 
Zankosaid. “It's difficult consid- 
ering the impact to everyone but 
the economic impact, if the plug 
is abruptly pulled on the race¬ 
track, is substantiaL" 

Jim Hubert, chief executive 
officer oftheFortErie live Racing 
Consortium, said council “is 
comfortable” committing funds 
to the racetrack for two more 
seasons because the race track 
has a strong business plan. 

He said council anticipates 
"greater marker potential with 
the onset of the Canadian Motor 
Speedway and the marina proj- 

Last season, the province 
committed $7.9 million to the 


racetrack as part of a five-year 
contract The province will give 
the same funding to the race¬ 
track each year for the next four 

"I have reiterated the FELRC 
offer to Council that with the 
return of gaming, when and if 
that they were a partner and 
along with offsetting the prov¬ 
ince’s $7.9 million, that we 
should be paying back the Town 
contributions at a commensu¬ 
rate rate,” Hubert said. 

The addition of the funding 
for the racetrack represents a 
729% increase on the Town’s 
portion of the tax bill for the 
median house hold. 

When the Region and the 
school board’s taxes are factored 
in, it means a 3.39% tax increase 
for taxpayers. However the edu¬ 
cation portion hasn’t been final¬ 
ized by the province yet 

Council is expected to finish 
budget deliberations by approv¬ 
ing the capital budget and gen¬ 
eral levy budget during a meet¬ 
ing on Monday, March 23.

Paura said she is also grateful for 
her coach, Diana Gilforte, whom she 
has been training with for the last two 

Paura plans on using the bursary 
toward furthering her equine educa¬ 
tion at the University of Guelph in the 
Equine Management program. 

"In the program, I’ll be looking at 
the total care of a horse, the business 
side of it and the whole industry of 
horses,” Paura said. 

“I'm not sure where it will take me 
in the future but I know I want to stick 
with it,” Paura said. 

“It really doesn’t matter what I do, I 
just know that being with horses is 
something that I enjoy.”
